I can imagine no advice that is 
likely to be‘more misleading to the in- 
tending investor than this, if—as usually 
is the case—he is. asked to swallow it un- 
adultered, arid ‘undiluted“by ‘the addition 
of all sorts of provisos which would lead 
him to reject the specific. There are 
questions which ‘can only be answered by 


intimately—such questions as, what is the 
soil like? 1s the Innd steep, or flat, or 
undulating? Are the trees well grown 
for their age, and what do they prodace 
per acre? Is the estate well-managed, is 
the health good, what is being done in 
the way of cultivation, ia there ‘a* good 
and sufficient water supply, what are thé 
transport ‘facilities, and so’oh?
